The Bible Contains a Complete 
Rule for the Whole Life 
of Man 


It tells a man how he should 
conduct himself with reference to 
God, to the Lord Jesus, to the 
Holy Spirit, to the Word which 
God has given, and to the Church 
which He has established. 


It directs him how he should 
treat his wife and care for his 
children; how much he should pay 
his hired man and when he should 
pay him. It teaches the hired man 
how he should conduct himself 
with reference to his employer. 
It tells men how t6é loan money 
and -how to collect debts, as_ well 
as how to worship. eee 


* It teaches a man what kind of | 


a citizen he should be; how he 
ought to vote, if he is in a self- 
governing country. If he is a mag- 
istrate, it directs him how he 
ought to exercise authority and 
says that God will call him to 
account for the manner jin which 
he executes his office. 

We are apt to narrow down the 
teachings of the Bible and the 
business of the Church and to 
suppose that they have to do 
chiefly with the work of the 
Lord’s Day, and that they have 
little or nothing to do with our 
pleasures, our business, or our 
political and our industrial rela- 
tions; but the testimony of the 
Word of God is that this Book is 
given by inspiration of God and 
that it is “profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in right doing, that the 
man of God may be _ perfect, 
thoroughly furnished unto every 
good work,” not simply to some 
good works. 

Men act as if God had never 
told them how to live, and the 
result is that our churches are 
being flooded out with. vice and 
crime, The reason we have trouble 
of all kinds in the world is sim- 
ply because men have either whol- 
ly neglected this Word or because 
they have chosen certain portions 
of it and have pushed whole con- 
tinents of revealed truth out of 
sight. 


"Turn on the Light 


The Church, the minister, the 
Christian. is a watchman on the 
walls, and. it is his business to see 
the threatening enemy when nis 
spear-points come over ihe top 
of the wall, that the gates may be 
shut, the walls manned, the men 
armed, and women and children

watchman to look out, not for 
pleasant but FOR INJURIOUS 
THINGS, and to point them out. 
If you go into a dark room filled 
with vermin, you cannot see any- 
thing, but if you light a match, 
you see some of those creatures; 
if you light a lamp, you see more; 
and, if you turn on an €lectric 
light, it reveals the good and the 


evil in sharp contrast. “That 
which doth make manifest is 
light,” and the Christian is the 


light of the world. The Church 
establishes the moral standard for 
men who never go near it, and for 
communities who reject it! 


Stop the Wrecking Business 

In these days the work of 
rescuing the individual sinner Js 
very popular, but it is not popu- 
lar to point out and put down the 
evil that destroys him, because 
there are material’ interests in- 
volved.

Don’s home was broken when 
he was only five. The law put his 
dad behind bars in Michigan City 
for bootlegging. But, thank God, 
he later came to know Christ as 
his Saviour. Don went to Jive with 
his grandfather and _ step-grand- 
mother. Don’s grandfather told 
him there was no God, and he 
would stand out in storms and 
defy God to strike him dead. This 
made a profound impression on 
the little boy. 

He even taught Don to drink 
when he was young so he’d know 
how to “hold it’ when he be- 
came old.

During his army days in World 
War II Don carried a metal- 
backed Testament given him by 
a lady in Texas who witnessed to 
him at a U. S. O. club.

Safely back in the 
United States, he tossed the 
Testament into an old trunk and

with his girl—later his wife, 

From Camp Swift, ‘Texas, the 
army shipped him to Fort Wright, 
New York, to recuperate. “I re- 
cuperated, all right,’ said Don. 
“They made me a bartender in 
the officer’s club and I added 
more drunkenness to my life.” 

Released from the army, Don 
and his bride went to Indianapo- 
lis. He intended to settle down, 
but drinking, gambling and wife- 
beating plunged him deeper into 
sin—and finally into the under- 
world. 

On their wedding anniversary, 
Don planned to take his wile out 
to dinner.

than two weeks later, out on 
an eight months’ bond, he came 
staggering home drunk again. 
Finally the judge sentenced him 
to one year at hard labor, plus 
a three-hundred-dollar fine. 

“IT was a small-time operator 
and I gave a listening ear to oth- 
ers in prison who told me how I 
could make BIG money. They 
talked about the loopholes, that 
if they hadn’t done this or that, 
those dumb cops never would have 
caught them. But there was one 
thing that amazed me—those 
dumb cops were out on the street, 
and we wise guys were behind 
prison bars.” 


Don fought, stole, doped and 
drank in prison. One day after a 
fight he was placed on a bread- 
and-water diet in the “hole’—-a 
six-by-six-foot cell with a four- 
teen-inch board for a bed. 


While in the hole he heard a 
colored man reading the Bible. 
Angered, Don said, “If you wanted 
religion, why didn’t you yet it on 
the outside? Maybe some of us 
don’t want to hear that Bible 
reading. Read it to yourself.” 


But the colored man read all 
the more, and some of the verses 
were the same as the ones the 
lady in Texas had quoted. The 
Word of God began hammering 
at Don. He prayed, “God, if I get 
out of this hole today, I’ll go to 
the chapel tomorrow (Sunday).” 
The next day he marched into the 
prison chapel. A businessman told 
what Christ meant to him. He 
quoted, “All have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God” 
(Rom. 3:23). 


Don looked at him and thought, 
“Boy, there is a man who has 
made a success in life, He is a 
banker and he said that he is a 
sinner and needs Christ. If he 
needs God, what about me?” 


An evangelist preached on the 
love of God portrayed in the cru- 
cifixion. He told how Pilate said, 
“I find no fault in this man.” That 
did something to Don. “I found 
fault with all the hypocrites and 
I said all the preachers were just 
out to make money. But I could 
find no fault with the divine Son 
of God that day.” 


“If the Lord Jesus Christ could 
save the dying thief on the cross,” 
said the evangelist, “He can save 
any thief in this prison today who 
will submit to Him. God says, 
‘Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lord: though 
your sins‘ be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool’ (Isa. 1:18). 


Don heard I Timothy 1:15, 
“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners,” and II Corinth- 
jans 5:17, “Therefore if any man 
be in Christ, he is a new creature: 
old things are passed away; be- 
hold, all things are become new.”

Don gripped the seat in front of 
him and hung on. He said, “I 
won’t go down the aisle and ‘cop’ 
out to a sky pilot.

across the Red Sea and across 
the Jordan; that God caused the 
walls of Jericho to fall—I do not 
like to hear such a man say that 
any imiquity in this world is here 
to stay, because if God is here to 
Stay, He will have a clean world 
for His people to live in; He has 
promised that even the heathen 
should be given to Jesus Christ 
for His possession, and He doesn’t 
call to a few, but to the world 
when He says: “Look to me and 
be ye saved.” The Bible is positive 
and negative; it requires and for- 
bids; it points out evils snd pre- 
scribes the remedies. 

Some say that the way to de- 
stroy evil is to proclaim the good. 
God does not do this. It is neces- 


sary both to root out the evil and | 


to establish the good. God com- 
mands us not to profane His 
name, not to steal or kill or com- 
mit adultery, then gives positive 
commands to honor our fathers 
and mothers, to remember the 
Sabbath, and to love God and 
man. No farmer is fool enough to 
try to kill weeds by planting good 
corn. He relies upon the plow and 
the hoe. 


IT IS THE DUTY OF THE 
CHURCH TO POINT OUT THE 
EVIL, NOT ONLY OF SOME 
SIN, BUT OF ALL SIN. Yet in 
every age there are evils which 
men instinctively avoid mention- 
ing. The wrong is so widespread, 
so deep-rooted, so powerful that 
the minister naturally passes it by 
to deal with some comparative 
trifle. When slavery was the law 
of the land, the Church did not 
even name it. Yet it included 
theft, adultery, murder, and all 
other crimes. As John Wesley said 
—it was the sum of all villainies! 


In our day no one objects to 
good pious people saving drunk- 
ards. Liquor men like to have it 
done.

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his wife says: “‘Where have you 
been tonight?” “I have been 
initiated.” “I didn’t know you 
were going to join. Tell me about 
it.’ “I am not permitted to tell 
you.” “Was there anythink wick- 
ed?” “No.” “Anything = ridicu- 
lous?” “Nothing at all, my dear; 
it was very solemn,” ‘Well, then 
why can’t you tell me about it, 
if there is nothing wicked in it, 
and nothing ridiculous?” He is 
compelled to say, “I have obli- 
gated myself not to.” 

The question as to whether it is 
good or bad may be a matter of 
taste: Jesus Christ knew how to 
promote the temperance cause, 
faith in God, the hope of im- 
mortality, and charity toward all 
men. The Saviour who turned His 
head on the cross to say to John, 
“Take care of my mother,” and 
said to the mother, “John will 
look after you,” is not unmindful 
of the needs of the wife, after her 
husband has been taken from her, 
and she is left to provide for her- 
self. Jesus knew how to promote 
friendship and love and liberty; 
and ‘you and I, if we are Chris- 
tians, are bound to do Christ’s 
work in Christ’s way. Christ said, 
when asked as to His teachings, 
that He spoke openly to the world 
in the synagogue and in the tem- 
ple, and THAT IN SECRET HE 
SAID NOTHING. No man can be 
a secret society man and follow 
the example of Jesus Christ! 


Trampling Upon Christ’s 
Commands 

But not only does a lodge man 
necessarily disregard the example 
of Christ, but he is compelled to 
violate His express command. He 
said to the disciples, “I am the 
light of the world,” and, “Ye are 
the light of the world’; you are 
to show mankind the difference 
between right and wrong. “Let 
your light so shine before men that 
they may see your good works and 


glorify your Father which is in 


heaven.” Suppose that every se- 
cret lodge is doing good; put in 
the Jesuits, the Ku Klux Klan, 
the Knights of the Golden Ring, 
the Whiskey Ring, and assume 
they are all doing good. 


Are men in secret societies let- 
ting the good which they do shine 
out? They go into the second or 
third stories, curtain the doors 
and let no one come in unless he 
will obligate himself not to tell 
those outside what they do inside. 
Christ says, “Let your light shine,” 
and I go off and join a Masons’ 
or Odd Fellows’ lodge. F meet my 
neighbor the next day and tell 
him that .it is a good organiza- 
tion. He asks me what it is for. 
“To promote faith in God, the 
hope of immortality, and charity 
to all mankind; we are trying to 
build up the temperance cause.” 

“What do you do?” 


“Go and pay our. secretary 
twenty-five dollars to be initiated, 
and you can find out.” Uniess he 
will do that, he can KNOW 
N OTHING of the good we are do- 
ing. 


Having Fellowship with 
Unbelievers 


Again, in these organizations 
you have good men and evil men 
together. I had a very pious and 
worthy elder in a church in which 
I was preaching who was an Odd 
Fellow. I said to him one day, 
“How many Christians are there 
in your lodge?” He said, “I and 
Brother Woods.” “How § many 
members?” “About a hundred.” 
“Don’t you feel rather unequally 
yoked? Can you and _ Brother 
Woods pull against so many men? 
When they had that ball last win- 
ter, did you want it?” “No.” 
“Why did they have it?” ‘Because 
Wwe were outvoted.” You may join 
any lodge you please and you will 
find anywhere from SHVENTY- 
FIVE TO EIGHTY PER CENT 
ARE NOT PROFESSING CHRIS- 
TIANS. 


In many towns I know of not 
one prayer-meeting man connected 
with the Masonic lodge. Here is 
a Christian man, redeemed by the 
blood of Jesus Christ and desiring 
to be a man separated unto God 
and His service, yet he joms with’ 
men who are wunbelevers and 
some of whom are prufane, and 


nd Lodge 


they are all brethren together. 
When a man enters a lodge, he 
takes his chances; he yokes him- 
self with unbelieving men, 


A Christian ought not to do 
that. ‘““‘Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers: for 
What fellowship hath righteous- 
ness with unrighteousness?” (IJ 
Cor. 6:14). The Church is God’s 
hght to shine out in the world, 
that men may see the ditch before 
they fall into it; that they may 
see the trap before the foot is 
fast. 


Teaching Immorality 


Once more, the morality taught 
in these organizations is un-Chris- 
tian and wicked. Take, for exam- 
ple, the Masonic oath which binds 
the Mason not to wrong or de- 
fraud a Mason, knowing him to be 
such: or the other clause which 
binds the Mason not to have “‘il- 
licit carnal intercourse with the 
wife, mother, sister or daughter 
of a Master Mason, knowing them 
to be such.” 


I was once lecturing in a uni- 
versity, and met a number of the 
ladies, among them the lady prin- 
cipal. She said, “I know nothing 
about this subject. I have been 
thankful many times that my 
brother was a Mason, I have been 
self-supporting from my girlhood, 
and when I left home my brother 
gave me a Masonic token and told 
me to wear it when I was alone. 
Three times I have been ap- 
proached by men, apparently with 
evil intent, and three times they 
have turned away at that sign.” 
The unthinking may say: ‘“Isn’t 
that splendid?” 

That is as splendid as the Devil. 

The Devil is satisfied with a mo- 
rality of that kind. God says, 
“Thou shalt not steal.” Jesus 
Christ says, “If you look lustfully, 
you are an adulterer; you must 
not only abstain from outward 
crime, but you must have a clean 
heart, a clean eye.” Masonry 
says, “Don’t steal from a Mason; 
don’t commit adultery with the 
relative of a Mason.” 
* A church deacon once said to 
me, “Is that so very bad?” “How 
old is that boy who put out your 
horse?” I asked. “Twelve years.” 
I said, “If you were to say to that 
lad, when he was starting for the 
city, ‘You must not take any 
watches from the store on the 
right hand side of the street,’ 
what would he understand about 
the watches on the left side?” 
“Why,” he said, “I suppose ne 
would understand that I wouldn't 
be very much offended if he took 
some of the watches from the left 
side.”’ 


An organization that binds a 
man to partial morality speaks 
against Jesus Christ and imperwus 
the moral. standards of the coin- 
munity. 


Charity Miscalled 


The charities of these orders 
are utterly un-Christian. THEY 
HAVE NOT THE FIRST INK- 
LING OF JESUS CHRIST IN 
THEM. Their plan is to keep out 
anyone who is likely to need any- 
thing. Anyone who wants to join 
must be a good and true man, 
sound in mind, and with sufficient 
means for the support of his fam- 
ily and for the support of the or- 
der. 

They shut out the maimed and 
‘the halt, the women and the chil- 
dren, and pick out the able-bodied 
men, and propose to give charity 
to those who have paid and the 
friends of those who have paid, 
and nobody else; this is called 
charity. It is not charity; it is 
absolute selfishness. 


Denying God’s Plan of 
— Salvation 


Once more, these organizations 
put the plan of salvation aside 
and in its place put mere moval 
teachings enforced by material 
symbols. This whole system is a 
plan to DO AWAY WITH THE 
ATONEMENT OF JESUS 
CHRIST and to lead the poor sin- 
ner to trust man in the awful day 
of judgment, with no hope except 
what his miserable, paltry right- 
eousness has been able to get for 
himself. | 

We have members of lodges by 
the million learning to believe 


that they can be SAVED WITH- 
OUT THE BLOOD, by practicing 
temperance, or friendship, and 
then they teach such morality, as 
igs involved in those obligations of 
the Master Mason. Good works 
are indeed necessary, but are not 
suffcient. 


Excluding Christ 


These lodges not only exclude 
Jesus Christ by inference; they 
exclude Him by form. In Masonic 
rituals, they choose readings 
which do not contain the name of 
Christ at all. They have two pas- 
Sages which contain the name of 
Jesus Christ, one of them II Thes- 
salonians 3:6. Here the name Lord 
Jesus Christ occurs twice, but if 
you will take the Masonic book, 
you will find that whole name de- 
liberately striken out, that name 
Which is above every name, and 
Which is the only hope of the 
Church. When you ask the rea- 
son, they say that a great many 
conscientious members do not be- 
lieve in Jesus Christ, and it would 
offend them. So that a man who 
goes into a Masonic lodge not on- 
ly leaves his wife and children 
at the door, but he leaves his 
Saviour there, too, 


Cowering Before This Foe 


Why does not the Church take 
this matter up and warn young 
men who, by the thousands, are 
being ensnared every year? 

What does God care for our 
religion if it does not lead us to 
protest against these evils? If we 
will not open our mouths to do 
away with evil and bring in the 
good, ought not the Church die? 
God calls the Christian Church to 
a life of faith, and a great many 
of us are looking around and won- 
dering whai will happen, and how 
God will manage to have things 
turn out right. But the thunder- 
bolts in His right hand are plenty 
in number. 

When He sees fit to wipe out

Then Elijah, still dis- 
couraged and frightened, went 
forty days to Mount Horeb and 
lodged in the cave there; but God 
made Himself known to him 
again, gave him more work to do 
and encouraged his heart. Oh, how 
glad I am that for all his swift 
running, Elijah could not run 
away from God! For all his dis- 
couragement and bitterness, God 
did not forsake him. 


This wonderful truth that God 
never leaves His own was a mar- 
vel and a joy to David. As we 
have mentioned in another chap- 
ter, in the 139th Psalm, verses 7 
to 12, David says by divine in- 
spiration: 

“Whither shall I go from thy 
spirit? or whither shall I flee 
from thy presence? If I ascend 
up mto heaven, thou art there: 
if I make my bed in hell, behold, 
thou art there. If I take the wings 
of the morning, and dwell in the 
uttermost parts of the sea; Hven 
there shall thy hand tead me, and 
thy right hand shall hold me. if 
I say, Surely the darkness shall 
cover me; even the night shall be 
light about me. Yea, the darkness 
hideth not from thee; but the 
night shineth as the day: the 
darkness and the light are both 
alike to thee.” 


In some sense God is present 
with every person in the world. 
But in a peculiar and special sense 
He never leaves a Christian. It 
is His blessed promise, “I will 
never leave thee, nor _ forsake 
thee.” If the psalmist should 
ascend up into Heaven, he would 
find God there. If he should make 
his bed in Hell (sheol, the realm 
of departed spirits, that is, in 
death) God would be there with 
him. If he should take the wings 
of the morning and dwell in the 
uttermost parts of the sea, there 
God's hand would lead him and 
His right hand hold him and pro- 
tect him. Even in the night God 
was-with the psalmist as much as 
in the day. No circumstances, no 
distance could change the fact 
that God never leaves His own, 
never forsakes..His children, 


Il. The Holy Spirit Dwells in 
the Christian Always, Never 
Leaves Him 


It is not in some abstract or 
figurative sense that.God is with 
a Christian. No, the Holy Spirit 
Himself, the third Person of the 
Godhead, lives literaily in the 
body of every Christian. We 
sometimes say, “Let Jesus come 
into your heart.” But what we 
really mean is that a lost sinner 
should, by trusting Christ as Sav- 
iour, allow Christ’s own personal 
representative, the living Spirit of 
God, to come into his body to 
dwell there forever. First Cor- 
inthians 6:19, 20 says:

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body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
own? For ye are bought with a 
price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s.” 

Christians need to learn this 
blessed truth. The Holy Spirit 
now lives in the body of every 
Christian. 

Again, Romans 8:9 says: 

“But ye are not in the flesh, but 
in the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you. Now 
if any man have not the Spirit 
of Christ, he is none of his.” 


Every person who is saved has 
the Spirit of Christ (that is, the 
Holy Spirit Himself, sent from 
Christ) dwelling in his body. 


The Holy Spirit, in Old Testa- 
ment times, came upon men but 
did not continually abide with 
men. Jesus said in John 14:17, 
“ . . for he dwelleth with you, 
and shall be in you.” Notice that 
the night before Jesus was cruci- 
fied He said that the Holy Spirit 
was then with the discipies, but 
that after His resurrection the 
Holy Spirit would be im the dis- 
ciples, that is, would make His 
abode in them. 


In John 7:39 the Holy Spirit 
had been promised to all that be- 
lieved. “. . . For the Holy Ghost 
was not yet given; because that 
Jesus was not yet glorified.” But 
when Jesus was glorified, risen 
from the dead, and met the dis- 


ciples in the upper room, then 
He breathed on them and said, 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost” 


(John 20:22). They received the 
Holy Spirit literally in their bod- 
ies. Now, at salvation, He comes 
in to stay. 

The blessed Holy Spirit, then, 
lives in our bodies as His home, 
His abiding place, His temple, and 
He never, never will leave one of 
His own. 

In the Old Testament times the 
Holy Spirit came upon men, but 
did not abide with them continu- 
ally. In that dispensation David 
prayed, “lake not thy holy spirit 
from me” (Psa, 51:11). But he did 
not refer to the indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit which no child of God 
then had. He referred to the 
anointing for service, the con- 
scious leadership and power of the 
Holy Spirit. A Christian may lose 
the consciousness of God’s pres- 
ence. He may lose the sweet wit- 
ness of the Holy Spirit in kis own 
heart. But, thank God, he cannot 
lose the indwelling presence of the 
Holy Spirit which every child of 
God has had since Jesus rose from 
the dead and breathed on His dis- 
ciples and commanded them to re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost. 

The Holy Spirit stays continu- 
ally in the body of a Christian 
now. And if this body be laid a- 
way in the grave to await the 
resurrection, the Holy’ Spirit 
faithfully waits, too, to raise that 
body again from the dead. For 
Romans 8:11 says: “But if the 
Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, he 
that raised up Christ from: the 
dead shall also quicken your mor- 
tal bodies by his Spirit that dwell- 
eth in you.” 

In the book, Twelve: Tremen- 
dous Themes, I have told how Dr. 
J. Wilbur Chapman, preaching at 
Dayton, Ohio, to a Bible confer- 
ence of ministers and workers, 
once said the following: 

“I was sitting in my home in 
the country reading the account 
of an address delivered by Dr. 
Moorehead at a Bible conference, 
and he said he believed it was 
true that when one became a Son 
of God the Spirit of God came 
into him to dwell, and he con- 
tinued to dwell always. ‘I don’t 
know but that in some way un- 
known to me he will continue to 
abide, even though in the tomb, 
until the resurrection morning. 
But,’ said he, ‘if any of my breth- 
ren deny me the privilege of this 
belief, I will say, when I became 
a son of God, the Spirit of God 
came into my life, and he con- 
tinues to abide through life, and 
then if I am placed in the tomb 
he will still hover over me. He 
hovers over that tomb keeping 
watch until the day breaks in 
glorious resurrection.” I could not

How can there be any 
real trouble when God is with us 
always, leaves us never, forsakes 
us never? We might well sing 
in the words of another old song:

| have called thee, Abba, Father! 
| have stayed my heart on thee;

Nothing can happen to a Chris- 
tian.but by God’s permission. 
Nothing can last longer than God 
allows it. No incident can arise 
except to the blessing of the lover 
of God. For He has promised that 
“All things work together for 
good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according 
to his purpose” (Rom. 8:28). God 
Himself, our loving heavenly 
Father, is with us all the way and 
never forsakes us. And His pres- 
ence and His unfailing love guar- 
antee a blessed ending to what- 
ever befalls a Christian! Thank 
God, the Christian is never alone. 


IV. Christ Ever Liveth to 
Make Intercession for His 
Own; He Never Leaves 
Us to Our Sins 

There -is rich meaning in 
Christ’s promise in the Great 
Commission, “Lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” Not only fellowship is 
promised, but far more than that. 
Jesus has taken upon Himself a 
certain job to do for us. He is at 
the right hand of the I"ather now 
praying for us, interceding for us. 
never leave us with our 
uncovered, never leave us 


.guilty and condemned before the 
| Father, 


The seventh chapter of Hebrews 
makes much of the thought that 
Jesus was greater than Melchis- 
edec, and greater than the Leviti- 
cal priesthood. Other priests had 
a temporary priesthood because 
they died. But Hebrews 7:24, 25 
tells us: 

“But this man, because he con- 
tinueth ever, hath an wunchange- 
able priesthood. Wherefore he is 
able also to save them to the ut- 
termost that come unto God. by 


| him, seeing he ever liveth to make 


intercession for them,” 

What. a High Priest He is! 
“Holy, harmless, undefiled, sepa- 
rate from sinners, and made high- 
er than the heavens” (verse 26), 
He offered up Himself-for our 


‘}sins and now “ever liveth to make 


intercession” for us. 

What is Jesus doing now? He 
is praying for us! He continually 
takes our place before God the 
Father in Heaven, standing for 
us, defending us, praying for us! 

This blessed promise is repeated 
in I John 2:1: “My little children, 
these things write I unto you, that 
ye sin not. And if any man sin, 
we have an advocate with the 


Father, Jesus Christ the right- 
eous.” 

We have an advocate with the 
Father. We have a Lawyer in 
Heaven! We have a Mediator 
pleading our case! 

Jesus died for me once. That 
was enough. But every day, al- 
ways, He intercedes for me with 
the Father. He is my Hign Priest. 

You remember that Jesus pray- 
ed for Peter. He said, “Simon, Si- 
mon, behold, Satan hath desired 
to have you, that he may sift you 
as wheat: But I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not” 
(Luke 22:31, 32). Jesus cven told 
Peter that before the cock should 
crow Peter would deny Him three 
times. How much more Jesus 
knew about Peter’s heart than 
Peter knew!

of being sifted by Satan. Would 
you tremble if you thought that 
Satan was pleading with God, 
“Give me a chance at him! Let 
me really tempt him! I can take 
him away from You if You'll give 
me a chance!”’ Would you not feel 
great concern if you knew that 
Satan would be allowed to bring 
great temptation, a great sifting, 
a great trial upon you, trying to 
break your faith and ruin your 
life? Well, Satan did wish to sift 
Peter. You remember that Satan 
had also appeared before God and 
begged for the chance to perse- 
cute Job and had received that 
opportunity. But God kept Job, 
and God kept Peter the same way 
in answer to the Saviour’s prayer. 

Peter denied the Saviour. That 
was a terrible sin, but Christ did 
not let him go. Remember that 
Christ had prayed for Peter and 
the prayer of the Lord Jesus 
pulled Peter’s heart back to peni- 
tent confession and pulled him out 
of the sifting hands of Satan. For 
Peter was God’s child and Jesus 
would not let him go. “I have 
prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not,”’ Jesus said to Peter. 

Oh, I know that God answers 
prayer. My prayers are frail. I 
sometimes ask amiss. But not so 
with the prayers of my Saviour, 
my High Priest, my interceding 
Saviour! His prayers avail for me. 
His intercession is sufficient. Oh, 
the Lord Jesus who would not 
give up Peter will not give up any 
of His own. 


V. The Christian’s Eternal 
Safety Is Guaranteed Because 
He Is Never Left Alone, 
Never Forsaken 

Do you ask me if I believe in 
the eternal safety of a Christian? 
I confess that I do. And I want 
you to see that_my safety is alto- 
gether based on this blessed fact 
that a Christian is. never left 
alone, never forsaken, The Fath- 
er, Son and Holy Spirit have com- 
bined in their promise and_ so 
combine in their work to keep the 


Christian. “I will never leave thee, 


’ 


nor forsake thee,’ said the lov- 
ing heavenly Father. “Lo, I am 
with you alway,” said the Lord 
Jesus, the Son. Then the Father 
and the Son combined to send the 
blessed Holy Spirit to the Chris- 
tian. Jesus said, ‘And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, THAT HE 
MAY ABIDE WITH YOU FOR- 
EVER; Even the Spirit of truth” 
(John 14:16, 17). 

In John 6:37 the keeping of 
the Christian by this combination 
of Father, Son, and Holy Spirit is 
emphasized. There Jesus _ said: 
“All that the Father giveth me 
shall come to me; and him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.” It is the Father who 
gives the penitent one to Jesus. 
And it is implied here and else- 
where clearly stated that the Holy 
Spirit seeks the sinner and turns 
his heart to God. And then when 
the sinner turns to Christ for 
merey and forgiveness he has this 
promise, “Him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast Sut.” That 
is another way of saying that Je- 
sus will never leave one who has 
trusted Him for salvation, wiil 
never cast him out, will never 
disown him, never forsake him. 


The same meaning is in John 
5:24, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation; but 
is passed trom death unto life.” 
It is Jesus talking and He prom- 
ises that one who comes to Him 
in faith “shall not come into con- 
demnation; but is passed from 
death unto life.” That “shall not’ 
sounds like the blessed promise 
of Romans 8:38, 39, that nothing 
in the universe, present or future, 
dead or alive, all the way up to 
Heaven or all the way down to 
Hell, could ever separate one from 
the love of God which is in Christ 
Jesus, 


This combination of the Father 
and Son to keep those who come 
for salvation is expressed clearly 
by the words of the Saviour in 
John 10:27-29. 

“My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they follow 
me: And I give unto them eternal 
life; and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand. My Father, which 
gave them me, is greuter thar 
all; and no man is able to pluck 
them out of my Father’s hand.” 


Notice these blessed promises to 
God’s sheep. ' 

“T give unto them eternal life.” 
It is given, not earned. it is based 
on God’s mercy and grace, not on 
man’s works. And it is eternal 
life. 


“And they shall never perish.” 
Never is a long time! God’s sheep 
never perish. 

“Neither shall any man pluck 
them out of my hand.” Note that 
the word “man” is in ifalics in 
your Bible. That means it is not 
in the Greek New Testament but 
is simply supplied by the trans- 
lators to make the meaning clear- 
er. However, what Jesus really 
said is, “Neither shall any pluck 
them out of my hand.” Neither 
man nor Devil can take one of 
God’s sheep out of the hand of 
Christ. 

“My Father, which gave them 
me, is greater than all; and no 
man is able to pluck them out 
of my Father’s hand.” Again the 
word “man” is in italics, 1s sup- 
plied by the translators. Actually, 
Jesus said, “None is able to pluck 
them out of my Father’s hand.” 

Let it be clear in every mind 
that I do not claim to be good 
enough to be sure of salvation. 

I am not talking about being 
saved by holding on to God’s hand. 
I am talking about being saved 
by being held in His hand. 

I am not talking about per- 
severance, though I long to per- 
severe in serving Christ and pleas- 
ing Him. No, my salvation is 
based not on perseverance but on 
preservation. 

I am not boasting in a Salva- 
that that I can keep by “paying 
the price.” Thank God, Christ 
Himself has already paid the price 
for my eternal redemption, I did 
not deserve salvation before I got 
it. I have never deserved it thirty 
seconds since. It was all of grace 
at first. It is all of grace now. 

I am one sheep that does not 
base his hope of getting safe home 
to the fold on keeping himself on 
the right path. I have been found 
by the Shepherd and laid on His 
shoulders and I am being carried 
Home by His faithful strength 
and His loving care. ‘The Great 


Shepherd never forsook a_sheep.. 


The Lord Jesus has prayed for 
every one of us and will not let 
us go, The Father’s love has nev- 
er, never given us up, and never 
will. The Holy Spirit lives in our 
bodies and will until we breathe 
our last, and then, when the trum- 
pet sounds, the same Holy Spirit 
that raised up Christ will quicken 
our mortal bodies. Father, Son 
and Holy Spirit are combined to 
make sure that we are never for- 
saken, never cast out, never left 
alone! 

And now in conclusion let me 
urge upon you to rejoice in this 
blessed, blessed salvation. Do not 
be afraid to go anywhere that 
Jesus leads. You will never be 
alone. Do not be afraid of any 
danger. Livingstone was as safe 
in wildest Africa with God with 
him as he would have been back 
in England. Elijah was as safe, 
even with Jezebel swearing that 
he would die by the morrow’s 
night, as if all the king’s armies 
were protecting him. God was 
with him. The dungeon is free- 
dom if God is there. Poverty is 


riches if one but realizes his 
wealth in the continual presence 
of God, The Christian who real- 
izes this truth is ready for all the 
darts that Satan can hurl, ready 
for the blackest night of sorrow 
that can ever come. There is no 
need to fret about provisions. 
Rather, “be content with such 
things as ye have: for he hath 
said, I will never leave thee, nor 
forsake thee.” Do not be afraid 
of men. Do not be afraid of war. 
Do not be afraid of the atomic 
bomb. “We may boldly say, The 
Lord is my helper, and I will not 
fear what man shall do unto me.’ 


I've seen the lightning flashing, 
And heard the thunder roll;
